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FURTHER OBSERVATIONS ON THE DISPOSAL OF 
EXCRETA (THIRD PAPER).¢

Testing the viability of hookworm eggs is quite different in certain 
respects from testing the viability of typhoid bacilli. In the latter 
case cultural methods may be utilized to bring into evidence (by 
multiplication) the germs that remain after a given time; in the case 
of hookworms, however, the observer is dependent upon microscopic 
examination (either judgment based upon the appearance of the eggs 
under the microscope, or the finding, by microscopic examination, 
of embryos or larve which have hatched out, but not multiplied, in 
cultures). Thus, as time goes on, and as the eggs and larve gradually 
die and become unrecognizable, there remain fewer and fewer objects 
upon which to base conclusions. The work therefore becomes in- 
creasingly more tedious and more difficult from week to week, and in 
case of negative findings it is, from the nature of things, not absolutely 
reliable. 

The literature on the viability of the typhoid bacillus is so lacking 
in uniformity as respects results that one may prophesy a similar, 
or possibly even greater, difference in conclusions as authors study 
the viability of various zooparasitic infections. 

The results presented in the present paper were obtained chiefly 
at unheated room temperature at the United States Marine Hospital 
station at Wilmington, N. C., during the summer and early fall of 
1910. An accident to some of our cultures prevents us from giving 
a complete continuation of the observations published in our two 
earlier papers, but the results permit certain conclusions of a practical 
nature. 

It has been our purpose to determine if possible about what may be 
expected in respect to the viability of Necator americanus under actual 
conditions as they exist in eastern North Carolina, and on this account 
no attempt has been made to keep the cultures at a uniform, artificial 
temperature, or under theoretically ideal conditions. On the con- 
trary, certain experiments have purposely been conducted under 
irregular conditions, simulating those found in nature, as, for instance, 
in a cotton-mill village.

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EFFECTS OF DRYING. 


It has been an established fact for some time that the eggs and 
encysted larve of hookworms (Uncinariinx) in general are killed by 
becoming completely dried. Experiments to this effect have been 
conducted, purposely or accidentally, in several laboratories. The 
question has arisen in our minds: Given the ordinary surface privy, 
such as is so general in this locality, how long will the encysted - 
hookworm larve live in the sand, subject, as the sand is, to varying 
conditions? Several of our experiments bear upon this point, but do 
not as yet settle it definitely. 

Culture 8—A sample of sand from under a surface privy was 
placed (June 20) in an 8-ounce bottle. It contained live hookworm 
embryos. It was kept at room temperature and had partially dried 
on July 3, when water was added. On July 19, motionless larve 
were present; some of them were dead; none was positively recog- 
nized as alive. It was allowed to dry out gradually until November 15, 
when water was added and the culture placed in the incubator. On 
November 18, 10 slides showed 2 well-preserved, but motionless, 
encysted larve. It can not be asserted whether these were alive or 
dead. It is, however, striking that apparently perfectly preserved 
encysted larve were found in this sand 151 days after it was collected, 
although the culture had been (apparently) completely dried out 
once and partially dried out once. Had these larve been dead long, 
they would not have been so well preserved; in fact, only their skin 
might have remained. The observation raises the suspicion that the 
encysted larve may possibly live about as long as five months in the 
privy sand, even when some of the conditions (as occasional drying) 
are unfavorable. This statement, of course, does not mean that the 
encysted stage will withstand drying for five months. 

ulture 15.—Flyblown fecal material was placed in a bucket and 
covered with 64 inches of sterilized sand. As reported in an earlier 
communication, 15 flies (Ophyra leucostoma) es. and came through 
the sand and (July 16) live encysted larve were found on the sur- 
face. The sand was well moistened and allowed to stand at unheated 
room temperature until November 12, when it was dry ; water was 
then added. Numerous microscopic examinations (November 13, 
14, 16) at different depths failed to show any signs of hookworms. 

Thus from July 16 to November 13 (120 days) all trace of hook- 
worm infection was lost. As stated in the introductory paragraph, 
however, negative findings in this line of work are not to be relied 
upon implicitly. 

Culture 9.—A large sample of fecal material containing eggs of 
Ascaris lumbricoides and Necator americanus was placed (June 20) in 
a jar with sterilized sand; encysted hookworm larve were observed 
June 26. From July 20 to November 14 no water was added to No. 
9, in which active hookworm larve were plentiful on July 3. 

On November 14 No. 9 was entirely dry, and water was added. 
Microscopic examination on November 18 showed undetermined live 
=—_— (not Necator or Ascaris), but no trace of hookworms was 

ound. 

Subculture 9a.—On June 26 a sample of No. 9 was transferred to 
fresh sterilized sand. July 3 many active hookworm larve were 
present; July 16 Ascaris embryos were observed in the egg and hook- 
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worm larvee were alive. On November 12 and 15 Ascaris embryos 
(alive?) were found, but there was no trace of hookworms. Thus; 
after 145 (148) days from the time of the original culture (June 20) 
hookworm infection could not be traced. It is not positively excluded 
that this culture became somewhat dry at one time in September. 

Subculture 9b.—July 3 a sample of No. 9 was transferred to fresh 
sterilized sand. On July 16 live hookworm larve were present. 
The culture was kept at unheated room temperature until November 
12, when it was incubated. On November 12, 15, and 17 micro- 
scopic examination failed to show live hookworm infection, but dead 
hookworm larve were found; live Ascaris embryos were present in 
the eggs on November 17. It is not positively excluded that this 
culture became rather dry at one time in September. Thus, 150 days 
(November 17) after the original culture (No. 9, June 20) the active. 
Ascaris infection had not died out, but no trace of live hookworm 
infection remained, although dead hookworm skins were visible. 

Culture 4.—Fecal material containing eggs of Ascaris and of Necator 
was placed (June 18) in a bucket of water, to which a film of kerosene 
was added. As stated in an earlier communication, live hookworm 
eggs were present 33 days later. 

Subculture 4b.—A sample of No. 4 was transferred (June 23) to 
sterilized sand, in which tee hookworm larve were observed July 3 
and 16. The culture was kept at unheated room temperature until 
November 12, and was placed in the incubator November 16. It is 
possible that this culture became rather dry in September. Repeated 
examinations (November 12 to 18) failed to reveal any live saalaeaiinn 
infection, although a few dead larval skins were found November 18; 
one Ascaris egg contained a live motile embryo November 17. 

Thus (46) in moist, sterilized sand (which may possibly have become 
rather dry on one occasion) kept at unheated room temperature from. 
June 23 to November 12 (18), namely, 142 (148) days, live Ascaris 
infection was present, but no live hookwor: 1 infection could be found. 

Subculture 4f—On July 20, of 12 hookworm eggs taken from No. 4,, 
11 were considered dead, 1 doubtful. A portion of No. 4 was trans- 
ferred (July 20) to sterilized sand (4f), which was kept at unheated 
room temperature until November 12, then incubated. It is possible 
that this became rather dry once in September. Repeated exami- 
nations November 12, 15, and 19 aiealed only one hookworm egg 
(November 15) which was dead. 

Thus 117 days after 4f was prepared a hookworm egg was recog- 
nized, but no live infection was found. 

Culture 5.—Fecal material containing live Ascaris eggs and live 
Necator eggs was placed (June 18) in a jar of water, to which a film 
of kerosene was added. Live and undeveloped eggs of Ascaris and 
Necator were observed on July 16; some of the hookworm eggs were 
dead on that date. The jar was allowed to dry out. On November 
12 it was completely dry. On November 14, 20, and 21, 15 prepara- 
tions showed numerous Ascaris eggs, some of which contained em-: 
bryos; most of the eggs were dead, but in several instances this point 
could not be decided; in at least three instances (November 21) the 
eggs appeared to be perfectly normal and alive. Thus the Ascaris 
infection had not entirely died out in 156 days, although the material 
had been quite dry. 

No sign of hookworm infection could be distinguished. 
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EFFECTS OF DECOMPOSITION. 











Personally we incline more and more to the utilization of decompo- 
sition and fermentation as a method of destroying hookworm infec- 
tion in fecal material, and on this account we are following the eggs 
kept in water for various periods of time. Fecal material is collected 
from privies at various intervals, placed in buckets of water, and 
allowed to stand at unheated room temperature. In former commu- 
nications it has been shown that dead eggs may be found after 4 days, 
but that live eggs may be found after 33 days. We have now found 
live hookworm eggs as late as 70 days. 

Culture 33.—Fecal material was placed (September 7) in a bucket 
of water and allowed to stand at unheated room temperature until 
November 12. Microscopic examinations on November 12, 13, 16, 
and 17 showed a large number of dead hookworm eggs, but 2 were 
found which were probably alive and 2 were found Bec 16) 
which were undoubtedly alive. A Hymenolepis nana egg was prob- 
ably dead. 

| bn 83a.—A portion of No. 33 was transferred (November 
13) to sterilized sand and incubated until November 21. Examina- 
tions made November 20 and 21 showed 31 hookworm eggs, of which 
30 were surely dead, 1 probably dead. A Hymenolepis nana egg may 
have been dead, but this is uncertain. One Ascaris egg was dead; 2 
were doubtful. 

From these observations it must be concluded that while the mass 
of hookworm eggs will die when the feces are subjected for 70 days 
to decomposition in water, some few may still be found alive. 

Culture 832.—Fecal material was placed (August 13) in a bucket of 
water and allowed to stand at unheated room temperature until 
November 12. On November 13, 20 slides showed 4 dead hook- 
worm eggs. Thus, so far as the examination determined, the hook- 
worm infection had died out in 68 days. In view of the observations 
recorded for No. 33 the results obtained in No. 32 must be consid- 
ered as of secondary value. 

Culture 27.—Fecal material containing eggs of Ascaris and of Neca- 
tor was placed (July 20) in a bucket of water to which a film of kero- 
sene was added (July 21). No water was added later. This culture 
was kept at unheated room temperature until November 12. The 
water had evaporated until the material was soft-mushy in character. 
In 13 preparations (November 14) 20 hookworm eggs and 34 Ascaris 
eggs were found; all of the former and 29 of the latter were dead; 
5 Ascaris eggs may possibly have been alive. 

Subculture 27a.—A portion of No. 27 was transferred (November 
14) to sterilized sand and incubated. Six preparations (November 
18) showed 27 hookworm eggs, all of which were dead, and 27 Ascaris 
eggs, 20 of which were dead, 7 probably dead. 

hus, after 117 (121) days all of the hookworm infection and at 
least 80 per cent of the Ascaris infection appear to have died. 

Culture 17.—Fecal material containing eggs of Ascaris and Necator 
was placed (June 22) in a bucket of water and allowed to stand in 
the open until November 12, when 15 preparations showed 25 hook- 
worm eggs and 5 Ascaris eggs, all of which were dead. One of the 
hookworm eggs contained a well-developed embryo, but this is the 
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only instance we have found in any of our observations in which a 
hookworm egg developed so far in water. 

Subculture 17a.—A portion of No. 17 was transferred (November 
13) to sterilized sand and incubated. Microscopic examination 
(November 18) showed no embryonic development, but in 5 prepa- 
rations 5 dead hookworm eggs were found. 

Thus in 144 (149) days after the original culture all hookworm eggs 
found were dead. 


CHLORIDE OF LIME, 


To test the effect of chloride of lime upon hookworm eggs fecal 
material was mixed in water in buckets, each containing about 104 
quarts (about 10,000 cc.), and 1, 5, and 10 even tablespoonsful of 
chloride of lime were added (Nos. 39, 41, 42). 

Experiment 42.—After 22 hours, the egg in bucket 42, with 10 
tablespoonsful of chloride of lime, appeared perfectly normal. Some 
of the fluid was placed (4 p. m., November 18) in the incubator, and 
when examined (11 a. m., November 20) contained free, live embryos. 
Live embryos were also present at noon, November 21. 

Experiment 39.—On account of the appearance of the eggs in No. 
42 after 22 hours there was added, at 6 p. m., November 18, to No. 39 
(which had only one tablespoonful of chloride of lime) half a can 
(approximately quarter of pound) of the disinfectant. At 5 p. m. 
November 19, at 10 a. m. November 20, and at noon November 22 
the eggs appeared perfectly normal. 

Subexperiment 39a.—At 5 p.m. November 19 (after 23 hours action 
of the strengthened disinfectant) some of the fluid was } laced in the 
incubator, and at 10 a. m. November 20, live free embryos were pres- 
ent. At noon November 21, 5 embryos observed were dead. 

Subexperiment 39b.—At 10 a. m. November 20 (after 40 hours 
action of the strengthened disinfectant) some of the fluid of No. 39 
was }laced in the incubator, and when examined at 4 ». m. November 
22, free live embryos were found. 

Subexperiment $9c.—At noon November 22 (after 90 hours of action 
of the strengthened disinfectant) some of the fluid from No. 39 was 
placed in the incubator; the hookworm eggs a»; eared to be normal. 
Report on incubation will appear later. 





FLIES. 


In a former communication we reported that if fly-blown fecal 
material is buried under 6} inches of sterilized sand, flies (Ophyra 
leucostoma) will crawl to the surface and issue. 

Experiment 21.—¥F ly-blown fecal material was buried (July 20) in 
a large screened glass jar under 17 inches of sterilized sand. On 
August 4 three adult flies issued at the surface. These were deter- 
mined by Mr. Coquillett as Sarcophaga sp. 

The two following experiments are reported with a certain amount 
of academic reserve, as the supply of sterilized sand was exhausted at 
the moment that the material was available. The experiments are 
being repeated. 

Experiment 29.—Fly-blown fecal material was buried (July 21) in 
a screened standpipe under 48 inches of clean (unsterilized) sand. 
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Within less than 24 hours some insects came to the surface, but they 
were not disturbed. Within 10 days adult flies began to issue at the 
surface, and continued to appear until 37 were collected (August 4). 
They have been rerotat is 5 1 Mr. Coquillett as the common house 
fly ( Musca domestica). 

Experiment 30.—F ly-blown fecal material was buried (August 3) in 
a screened standpipe under 72 inches of clean (unsterilized) sand. 
On August 24 an adult fly appeared at the surface, and flies con- 
tinued to issue until 4 appeared. They were left in the jar awaiting 
the issuance of other insects, and when collected finally were unfor- 
tunately too broken to permit proper identification beyond the fact 
that they were flies. 
SUMMARY. 


The foregoing observations indicate that— 

(1) It is not safe, at present, to assume that the sand under and 
around a privy is entirely free from hookworm infection about 5 
months (151 days) after the privy was last used. 

(2) After about 4 months (120 days), however, the infection may 
be very greatly reduced, and possibly in some instances entirely dead. 

(3) After about 5 months (150 days) in sand, live Ascaris embryos 
in the eggs may be found, even when all the hookworm larvex observed 
are dead. Ascaris eggs, apparently alive and normal, were found 
after 156 days. 

(4) Hookworm eggs may be identified in sand cultures 117 days old. 

(5) When fecal material is subjected to decomposition in water for 
70 days (namely, about 24 asain. te mass of Gobeom eggs die, 
but a few can survive. 

(6) No hookworm egg has as yet been found alive in feces subjected 
to decomposition for 117 to 149 days, namely, about 4 to 5 months. 

(7) It seems very probable, from present data, that under condi- 
tions under which our observations have been conducted, if fecal 
material containing hookworm eggs is subjected to decomposition in 
water for about 3 months, all hookworm infection will be dead. If 
this probability is confirmed by further observations, then viewed 
from the standpoint of hookworm infection alone, the effluent from 
the L. R. S. sanitary privy described in Public Health Reports, 1910, 

ages 1619-1623, should be stored 3 months before being used as 
fertilizer. 

(8) In feces allowed to decompose in water, Ascaris eggs resist the 
decomposition better than do the hookworm ova. At the end of 
about 4 months (117 to 121 days), however, at least 80 per cent of the 
Ascaris eggs appear to be dead. 

(9) The action of chloride of lime in the strength of approximately 
one-fourth pound to 104 quarts of water for 22 to 40 hours does not 
kill hookworm eggs. 

(10) If fly-blown fecal material is buried under 17 inches of steri- 
lized sand, flies (Ophrya leucostoma) will crawl through the sand and 
complete their development. 

(11) When fly-blown fecal material was buried under 48 inches of 
clean (unsterilized) sand, flies (Musca domestica) issued from the 
surface. 

(12) When fly-blown fecal material was buried under 72 inches of 
clean (unsterilized) sand, flies (genus and species undetermined) 
issued from the surface.

CHOLERA REPORTED ON THE STEAMSHIP “SAN GIORGIO,” 
ARRIVING AT NEW YORK IN NOVEMBER. 


The steamship San Giorgio arrived at New York on November 17 
from Naples and Palermo, having departed from the former place 
on November 1 and from Palermo on the following day. 

On the 7th day of November a woman named Guiseppe di Leo 
was taken ill, presumably with seasickness, and was placed in the 
hospital with two children. On November 11 one of the children 
sickened with gastro enteritis and died within 24 hours. The 
mother was attacked on the following day, the 12th, and died on 
November 16 with the same symptoms. Both bodies were buried 
at sea, but the remaining child was removed to the quarantine sta- 
tion at New York, where as a result of a bacteriological examination 
the patient was found to be suffering from cholera. 

The family embarked at Palermo, having resided at Burgio, a 
town near Palermo, at which place cholera was not supposed to 
exist. Upon the arrival of the family at Palermo and prior to their 
embarkation from that port they were isolated for 5 days, and sub- 
jected to the usual ‘quarantine restrictions, such as the disinfection 
of baggage and the destruction of foodstuffs carried.

ARABIA. 
MASKAT—Cholera. 


Consul Ray reports November 8: 

During the week ended November 5 there were reported at Maskat 
8 cases of cholera with 8 deaths. Cholera is reported from Surur 
and other villages, indicating that the disease is no longer confined 
to the seacoast, but is spreading to the interior. 


BRAZIL. 
PARA—Measures Against Yellow Fever. 


Consul Pickerell reports November 21: 

A commission headed by Dr. Oswa!do Cruz has been appointed for 
carrying out measures against yellow fever. The city of Para has 
been divided into three principal districts and to each district there has 
been assigned a medical officer with sufficient assistants for a full and 
complete examination when required and for disinfection of premises. 
A house-to-house inspection is to be carried out. Local physicians 
are reporting all fever cases that occur in their practice and every 
case reported is being promptly isolated until its character can be 
determined. When a case of vellow fever is discovered it is conveyed 
to hospital and the premises and vicinity are disinfected. Every 
opening in the infected heuse is made close and the tiled roof of the 
house is covered with thick cotton cloth to prevent the escape of the 
fumes. The usual regulations with regard to old tin cans, bottles, 
and every article capable of aiding in the reproduction of mosquitoes, 
are being rigorously enforced. 


CHINA. 
CANTON—Cholera in Vicinity. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Hough, at Hongkong, reports October 21: 
Six cases of cholera, with 5 deaths, have occurred at the insane 
hospital at Fa Ti, which is situated across the river from Canton. 


SHAN GHAI—Plague. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Ransom reports October 28: 

Plague-infected rats have been found in this settlement in greater 
or less numbers for about two years, and more especially in the 
Honekew district, where most of the wharves are located; that is, 
the wharves from which steamships for the United States take their 
departure. Upon the development of rat plague here, vessels taking 
bills of health from this office were required to remain in the stream 
and load from lighters and to use rat guards upon the lines to the 
lighters, and cargo was subjected to such supervision as was possible 
to render the taking of rats on board by this means unlikely. The 
personnel of vessels taking bills of health from Shanghai are inspected 
as nearly as possible at the hour of departure. 
(1849) 
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The plague condition at Shanghai is grave, not so much from the 
number of cases which have been proved, 2 in all, but from the num- 
ber which may have occurred undetected, the absolute impossibility 
of rat-proofine the average Chinese house, or of fumigating it so 
as toe Sectualty destroy all vermin, and the almost if not quite insur- 
mountable difficulties in the way of the health authorities. 

The district in which occurred these 2 fatal cases and about 7 sus- 
picious cases is the northwest section of the settlement, filled with 
godowns and the residence of a poor class of Chinese, and immediatel 
surrounded outside the settlement by Chinese territory, over which 
the municipal authorities can exercise no control, and which is inhab- 
ited by the beggar class—living under the most insanitary conditions. 

The local health department is acting energetically in the matter 
and is frankly placing the details of the situation before the medical 
men and the community, and hopes for the support of both. They 
are asking for authority to make the report of communicable diseases 
compulsory instead of optional, as at present, for authority to remove 
cases of plague and suspects to proper observation stations and hos- 
pitals, and for permission to demolish or otherwise destroy any houses 
deemed particularly dangerous. They intend to fumigate places 
where cases have occurred, with the purpose of destroying vermin, 
and will as far as possible surround such foci with rat-proof fences 
of iron wire before beginning the disinfection with the hope of destroy- 
ing all rats on the premises. The public at large is to be offered 
prophylaectie inoculations when desired. 

Doctor Ransom further reported, November 9: 

During the week ended November 5 there were reported 4 deaths 
from plague among natives. The fact that several foci exist so early 
in the outbreak and separated by rather considerable distances sug- 
gests the possibility that the disease has existed unrecognized amon 
human beings forsome time. The district in which the cases appeare 
is immediately on the border of the settlement of Shanghai, but 
beyond the jurisdiction of the municipal authorities or the consuls. 
The people living in the district transact business inside the settle- 
ment, and even if they could be excluded it would, be impossible to 
exclude the dogs, rats, and fleas. The construction of native houses 
especially as to floors and roof, favors the harboring of rats. 


ECUADOR. 
GUAYAQUIL—Plague and Yellow Fever. 


Passed Assistant Surgeon Parker re;orts, November 12: 

The following report of sanitary conditions in Guayaquil and vicin- 
ity for the month of October, 1910, was received from the director of 
health: 

Plague.—During the month of October there were reported 168 
cases of plague with 58 deaths, an increase of 81 cases fos 22 deaths 
over the preceding month. During the month Duran and Babahoyo 
each contributed one case. 

Yellow fever.—During the same period there were reported 16 
cases of this disease with 6 deaths, an increase of 13 in the number of 
cases and 4 in the number of deaths over the preceding month. 

During the same period there were reported 324 deaths from all 
causes, which with an estimated population of 70,000 would give an 
annual mortality rate of 55.54 rer 1,000 living. For the same period 
in 1909 there were 333 deaths from all causes.

Doctor Ramus reported November 11: 

The Japanese steamship Hongkong Maru arrived off port October 
30 from Valparaiso, Chile, via Iquique, Chile, Callao, Peru, and 
Salina Cruz and Manzanillo, Mexico, having a case of yellow fever in a 
Japanese steerage passenger. 

Vhen Acting Assistant Surgeon Sinclair was ins;ecting the vessel 
he found large numbers of small moths and flies, also spiders in the 
storerooms, steerage, and crew’s quarters. I confirmed this a little 
later and am of the opinion that this vermin could not have survived 
an efficient fumigation. 

After the pilot had anchored the vessel as far out as possible Acting 
Assistant Surgeon James fumigated it throughout. All the per- 
sonnel, including first-cabin passengers, were required to remain on 
deck during the fumigation. It was impossible to take any passen- 
gers to the quarantine station on account of the presence in the 
islands of the Stegomyia calopus mosquito. 

The arrival off Honolulu of a case of yellow fever is entirely new in 
the history of the islands.

Cholera, Plague, and Smallpox. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Moore, at Kobe, reports November 16: 

During the week ended November 12 there were 5 deaths from 
cholera and 1 case of smallpox in Kobe. 

Surgeon Irwin, at Yokohama, reports November 14: 

A fatal case of cholera was reported at Tokyo October 17. Plague 
continues present on the island of Shikoku, 23 cases with 16 deaths 
being reported to date for the city of Matsuyama. 


MANCHURIA. 
Plague. 


Consul Greene at Harbin, Manchuria, reports, November 12: 

On October 25 the attention of the Russian railway officials at 
Manchuria station (Manchouli) was called to 2 cases of Chinese who 
were ill with symptoms of inflammation of the lungs. During the 
night one of the patients died, and as a result of an autopsy and 
bacteriological examination the presence of the plague bacillus was 
discovered. On the same day 9 Chinese were found dead of the 
disease. According to the statements of the Russian health officers 
employed by the Chinese Eastern Railway, the plague is of the 
pneumonic type, which is more virulent than the bubonic plague, 
more panne: known in the Far East. It appears to have been 
prevalent for some time among the tarabagans, Sided of large prairie 
dog, found in eastern Mongolia, which is hunted by the Chinese for 
its fur. Large quantities of the skins have been shipped to Europe 
during the last few years, and the prices offered for them have risen so 
fast that great numbers of Chinese have been attracted to the business 
of catching the animals. All the first cases of plague are reported to 
have occurred among the tarabagan hunters. 

The Chinese quarter of the settlement at Manchuria station, where 
the hunters were living, was promptly isolated and military guards 
posted about the infected houses to prevent communication with 
them. Mounted patrols were placed on the three roads leading from 
Mongolia to ~ sn se 

On October 27 a special sanitary executive committee was 
appointed at Manchuria station, and an observation station was 
established, to which all persons who might have come into contact 
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with plague patients were sent. A medical inspection was instituted 
for all passengers leaving Manchuria station, and all the Chinese and 
part of the Russian population of the settlement were examined by 
frealth officers. Additional surgeons and assistants were sent from 
Harbin and from Chita. All tarabagan skins, clothing, etc., presented 
for shipment were required to be disinfected, and sanitary cars were 
equipped to accompany all passenger trains. Up to November 1 
there had been 45 cases at Manchuria station, of which 38 were fatal, 
and 270 persons were under observation. ‘There had been one death 
at Jalai Nor station. Cases were subsequently discovered at the 
Jalai Nor coal mines, at Hailar, Jalantun, and finally on November 9 
there was one death at Harbin. Most of the cases have been among 
Chinese, but on November 4 one of the Russian attendants at Man- 
churia station was found to have the disease. 

According to the official organ of the railway company, the number 
of cases and deaths reported up to November 10 along the line of 
the railway was as follows:

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On the same date 535 persons were under observation at Man- 
churia station, 1,082 at Jalai Nor, and 85 at Harbin. 

At all the important stations on the western line sanitary com- 
mittees have been established and every effort is being made to 
isolate all suspected persons and houses. The laborers’ barrack, 
where the first Harbin case was discovered, was burned down, first 
being surrounded with wire netting by means of which all the rats 
escaping from the house were stopped. Other suspicious cases were 
found in the New Town, in the Pristan, and in Fuchiatien, and were 
promptly isolated. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon De Forrest, at Libau, reported, Novem- 
ber 21, a total of 18S cases of cholera at Manchuria station from 
beginning of outbreak to date, with 166 deaths. 


PERU. 


CALLAO—Plague. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Castro-Gutierrez reports November 
17 and 18: 

A case of plague was reported at Callao November 12. 

The steamship Guate aie left Callao for Ancon, Canal Zone, Octo- 
ber 25. A case of plague developed on board the vessel en route 
and was left at Paita. The patient was a member of the personne! 
of the vessel. 

Status of Plague in Peru. 


The following reports on the status of plague in Peru were received 
from the director of public health. 
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SEPTEMBER, 1910. 
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Bills of health show as follows: 

Valparaiso (October 26): Smallpox, many cases in the past 2 
weeks.

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 


Status of Cholera. 


Passed Asst. Surg. Victor G. Heiser, chief quarantine officer for 
the Philippine Islands, reports, October 26 and November 3: 

There oa been a most cratifving decrease in the number of cholera 
cases. In Manila there has been only an occasional case, not 
amounting to more than one or two per week during the past month, 
and since October 21 no case has been reported. 

The Provinces also show a great improvement. For the preceding 
week there were 171 cases reported, whereas for the week just closed 
the number has dropped to 80. 

The outbreak which occurred at Boac, on the island of Marinduque, 
was completely eradicated within a period of 10 days. This latter 
result was particularly gratifying, because it was entirely brought 
about by Filipino assistant sanitary inspectors who had undergone 
a special course of training in cholera-suppressive measures under 
the direction of Passed Asst. Surg. A. J. oe pene t OM 
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Some weeks ago the disease was carried from Batangas to Naujan, 
Mindoro. This outbreak was soon completely stamped out. Dur- 
ing the closing days of the week, however, the infection was again 
carried from Batangas to Naujan by one of the numerous small 
sailing craft that ply between those islands.

Of 1,000 rats taken and bacteriologically 
examined, none was found to be plague infected. 


RUSSIA. 


Status of Cholera. 


Minister Rockhill at St. Petersburg reported November 14 and 19 
to the Department of State: 

During the week ended October 29 there were 76 cases of cholera 
with 29 deaths in the city of St. Petersburg, and in all Russia 449 
cases with 279 deaths. During the week ended November 5 there 
were 25 cases with 15 deaths in St. Petersburg, and in all Russia 170 
cases with 110 deaths. 
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LIBAU—Leprosy and Smalipox—Examination of Emigrants. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon De Forest reports November 21: 

During the week ended November 19 there were reported in Libau 
1 case of leprosy and 2 cases of smallpox, with 1 death. 

For the steamship Lituania which sailed for New York, November 
19, there were examined 942 passengers. No case of quarantinable 
; disease was found among them. The number of passengers who sailed 

was 815 and members of crew 96. Ali had been in Libau for the full 5 
days. All foodstuffs had been removed upon arrival of passengers 
in Libau and at time of embarkation. Most of the foodstuff removed 
was in large baggage. A!! passengers and members of crew had been 
vaccinated before embarkation. 

ODESSA—Plague. 


Consul Grout reports November 21: 

During the week ended November 18 there were 4 new cases of 
plague with 1 death reported in Odessa. At the close of the week 
there were 10 cases in hospita!. The total number of cases reported 
to date is 138, with 40 dexths. 

SIERRA LEONE. 


Yellow Fever in West Africa. 


Consul Yerby reports November 10: 

In June, 1910, a commission was sent by the British Government 
to West Africa to take measures to stamp out yellow fever which 
was assuming epidemic form. The itinerary of the commission 
included in the Gold Coast territory the ports of Sekondi, Accra, 
Koomassie, Obuassie, and Tarquah, in Sierra Leone the ports of 
Freetown, Kenema, and Bo, and in Southern Nigeria, Lagos. The 
commission through its chairman, Sir Rupert Boyce, reports its 
conclusions and states as follows: 

This disease is the one which has all along been mainly responsible 
for giving West Africa an evil reputation and which has actually 
gained for Freetown the name of ‘‘white man’s grave.” Now that 
this disease is definitely known to be yellow fever it is a compara- 
tively easy matter to get rid of it as has been done in Panama, Rio 
de Janeiro, and the West Indies. 

Note: Yellow fever was reported in the Gold Coast at Sekondi 
May 1 to 27, and in Sierra Leone at Freetown May 1 to September 39. 
| and Sherboro. (See yellow fever table p. 1865.) 


TURKEY. 
SALONIKI—Quarantine Against Smyrna.
